' The first disclosure ot the army and navy 
reports on Pearl Harbor came on the eve of 
What was perhaps tlie most dramctlc event 
i of the Japanese war. 

In Tokyo Bay the American battle fleefi 
had reached the end of the long and bloody 
; road. Land, sea and air forces were poised 
lor the occupation of Japan. Their presence 

■ aymboUzed a matchless teamwork that had 
.. made victory possible — teamwork backed 

by brilUqnt, co-ordinated leadership In all 

■ branche-i ot tho service, and by the magnlfl- 
' cent flklll and courage of the men who did 

tho actual fighting. 
: But in Washington there was a discordant 
reminder that some of tho contusions and 
contradiction and lack of co-operation wliIEh 

■ brought a'bout the Pearl Harbor dl.saster still 
existed, Tho army's critical report on Its own 
officers' conduct was contradicted and soft- 
ened by ortlclal statements that accompanied 
Jt. The navy's Indictment of Its Officers was i 
amplified in stronger terms by attendant of- 
ficial comment. 

The result won anything but a clear pic- 
ture. And tho inescapablo conclusion was that 
the whole story has not yet been told. 

Perhaps It may seem to some that criticism 
of high army and navy leaders at this time Is 
ungenerous and unjustified. But It doubtleSa 
would not seem so to the families of the n 
ly 3,000 soldiers and. sailors who died at Pearl 
Harbor. It would not seem so to the famlllca 
of cQuntless others who died In the weeks that 
followed because the Japs' first crippling 
blow had been felt throughout tho whole Pa- 
cific area. 

However sweet the tasto ot victory may be 
today, tho Pearl Harbor disaster cannot be 
forgotten. We won tho war, certainly. But 
how much sooner would we have won It. and 
at how mufh loss cost, if on Dec. 7, 1941, most 
ol the capital ships ol our Pacific fleet had 
not Iain tn twisted helplessness, while the bulk 
of our Hawaiian air force was burned and 
blackened wreckage on the ground? 

Secretary of War Btlmson'a casual dismiss- 
ni of the" army's findings will not satisfy. 
Neither will the navy court's assertion that 
, the evidence does not support a court-martial 
of "any person or. persons in the naval serv- 
ice." For Mr. Stlmson takes Issue with the 
army report and Secretary Forreslal and 
Admiral King take Issue with the navy report, 
and tho four versions don't add up to a com- 
plete and coherent story. 

Tho complete story Is one that congress 
ahoUld and will disclose, not to exact ven- 
geance or to find a scapegoat' but to do be- 
lated Justice to the victims of tragic neglect 
and an unpardonable lack of preparedness.

"I have had little contact with the outside 
world," said Llc^t.-Gen. Jonathan M. Waln- 
wrlght after his releaso from an enemy pris- 
on, "but what little I have had has caused 
me to believe that the administration, tho 
war department and the American people 
have accepted my dlro disaster with a for- 
bearanco and generosity greater than any in 
tho experience of any other defeated com- 
mander." 

Reading those words will bring tho sur- 
prising realization to most of us that General 
Wainwrlght, in addition to suffering tho hard- 
ships of Imprisonment, also suffered a feeling 
of personal re5pon.?lblllty for his "dlro dis- 
aster." 

That is a tragedy for which the adminis- 
tration, the war department and tho Ameri- 
can people can make belated amends. They 
can at least assure him that he has been and 
will remain tho hero of Corrcgldor. And 
though that assurance cannot erase tho tor- 
turing thought of failure nnd disgrace that 
mu,rt have beset hlnudurlng his prison years, 
it should bring Gonorat Wainwrlght the- com- 
forting knowledge that to his fellow country- 
men the defense ot Corregidor is already one 
of tho epics of our military history.

There are certain medicines which 
help patients with rheumatic fever, 
but none which euro them. Bed rest, 
relief ot poln and nourishing food 
are nature's best allies. Most pa- 
tients find It difficult to remain in 
bed a long tlmo, hut this Is necessary 
for all signs ot the Infection to dis- 
appear. To keep a ,hlld happy and 
contented ho shoidd have a planned 
dolly schedule ot things to do, A vis- 
iting teacher can bring le.^scais for 
the child so that ho can keep up 
with hli school mates. 

Treatment of rhuumatlc fever 
would be a simple affair It only the 
Joints were affecled. but It takes a 
long time for tha body to overcome 
the eltect of tho diseaso In Uie In- 
ternal organs. Because tho heart Is 
Involved In practically every tn- 
atance, 11 must be allowed to heal 
beforo the patient returns to hli 
ususl activity. Patients with rheu- 
matic fever are urged to cooperato 
with their physician In order that 
throats do not cause a return 
lelr troubles.
